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‘TURKEY BEATEN 
TO HER KNEES 


People She Has Oppressed For 


Years Hold Upper Hand 
KO INTERVENTION BY POWER 


Conditions of Peace Must Be Settled 
Between Ottoman Government and 
Balkan States Direct—Program Now 
and For Future Has Been Arranged 


Ever Fought In Europe Continues 


London, Noy. §.—The Balkan na- 
tions and Greece insist that Turkey 
must arrange direct with them the 
terms of peace without the interven- 
tion of tke European powers. This 
attitude is emphasized in a statement 
from official sources, which says: 
“The ‘Turkish proposal of peace is 
‘Satisfactory in so ‘far as it shows a 
cestre to ‘:prevent further bloodshed. 
As regards foreign intervention, how- 
ever, there seems to be mo chance of 
the Balkan states listening ‘to any for- 
eign counsels while treating for the 
arrangement of conditions of peace. 
These’'must. be settled bétween the 
Patkan’ states ‘and Turkey direct. 
“It*may’ at this ‘stage be ‘declared 
that “the “whole ‘eatipaign was pre- 
arranged, and has‘so ‘far beén-carried 
out ‘entirely in aéeordance* with the 
program. ‘For a considéradlé ‘time an 
Cflicer of ‘the “Greek military staf, 
Colonel ‘Dousmanis, ‘Was engaged at 
Sofia, preparing the militery details, 
while the politica! proprant was large- 
ly, if not éntirély, the work of 
Premier Venizelos of Greece. 
“The union of the Balkan states at 
this moment is more close, hearty 
and intimate than it has ever been, 
for it has been ‘welded by blood and 
common sacrifice. There is not the 
least danger that any disagreement 
as to the division.of territories or the 
positions of the frontiers will dis- 
turb it. 
“It may be assumed that inasmuch 
as the details of the campaign were 
arranged Withythe greatest care the 
same procedure will’ be ‘followed, 
hoth as to the conclusion of hostili- 
ties and subsequent political ~consid- 
erations.” 
The negotiations which were taking 
place among the powers when Tur- 
key sprung the surprise ‘of asking 
tor mediation were not over success- 
ful. The European governments had 
not even agreed upon “the prelimin- 
aries for an offer of mediation. ‘The 
sugges ‘fea made by France to which 
‘both Russia and Eugland subscribed 
met with nothing but criticism in 
Austria; and she, of course, “was 
hacked by Germany and Italy, the 
other two members of the ‘triple al- 
liance. 
in the meantime, the war is ‘going 
on and what was left of ‘the Turkish 
ermy after the defeat at Lule Burgas 
is rushing for supposed safety behinil 
the line of forts at Téhatalja, with 
the Bulgarian left trying to cut them 
off. 
The besieging forces are tichtening 
their grip around Adrianople and the 
| bombardment is becoming more vigor- 
| ous. In other directions the allies 
are consolidating their occupation of 
Turkish territory. The Greeks have 
taken Nicopolis and Prevesa.and have 
landed a division at Stavros, which 
is marching to attack Salonica. An 
unconfirmed dispaten from the lat- 
ter town intimates the likelihood of 
its surrender without resistance. 
While the number of troops en- 
gaged in the series of battles fought 
between the Turkish and Bulgarian 
armies in Thrace during the last fort- 
night was not so large as that of the 
atmies who fought in the Russo-Jap- 
anese war, yet this will probably be 
the most savage and bloody war ever 
ught in Europe. One correspond- 
| 
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ent says 40,000 Turks have fallen 
since the battle of Kirk Kilisse, and 
another that they lost 20,000 at Lule 
Burgas. 

At the Bulgarian ministery of war, 
according to a dispatch from Sofia, 
the names of 400 dead Bulgarian sol- 
diers have been listed, and it is 
known that during the last few days 
20,000 Bulgarians were wounded, half 
of them seriously. Nowhere on the 
scene of operations have there been 
adequate hospital facilities, and from 
2ll accounts those on the Turkish side 
are almost useless.

URGES TEACHERS 


ee 


To Send Home Children Who 
Show Signs of Sickness 


AS A SAFEGUARD 


The Board of Health has sent a let- 
ter to all of the school teachers of the | 
public schools of the city relative to| 
sickness of children. The Board in 
its letter says: 

“Careful investigation has shown 


such as diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
mumps, whooping cough, tuberculosis, | 
tonsilitis, measles and small pox may 
be only characterized in the early 
jstages at least by a discharge from 
the nose, or cough or swelling of the 
}throat. These apparently innocent 
| symptoms are usually characterized 
}as a cold or simple sore throat by the 
|parent or teacher, and the mild case 
{so characterized is liable to and usu- 
ally does infect in the school room 
| other children, and the epidemic is | 
started or physical damage, more or 
less, is done.” 

The Board further urges that the 
teacher send home any child who 
shows the least sign of sickness. | 
While to send a child home may cause | 
it to lose a portion of its schooling, | 


of their school year. 

If the request of the Board is not | 
complied with a regulation covering it 
and imposing a fine for its violation 
| will probably be adopted.

Hope of Holding Lines Guarding 
Constantinople 


Berlin, Nov. 7.—Bulgaria has an- 
nougced the conditions on which it 
will grant Turkey ap armistice, it is 
understood in official circles here. 

The Sofia government, it is said, 
cemands pcssession of Adrianople 
and Salonika, which means practi- 
cally the surrender of the sultan’s only 
remaining footholds in Burope out- 
side Constantinople and an assurance 
there will be no movement of Turk- 
ish. treops while the armistice is in 
force. 

No news has been received for two 
days in. regard to the fighting between 
the Bulgarian and Turkish armies in 
the neighborhood of Tchorlu and 
Serai. A report from Sofia says the} 
losses there have been heavier than 
at Lule Burgas. 

Confirmation of the stubbornness ee 
the battle comes from Constantinople, } 
where the doctors have been told to 
prepare to receive 20,000 wounded 
men in addition to the 15,000 already 
in the city, where the hospital ac- 
commodation is scanty and poor. The 
embassies and every, other available 
building, however, have been placed 
at the disposal of the Society of the 
Zed Crescent. 

Adrianople is reported to be in m| 
bad way, as the main water supply of 
the city has been cut. Provisions | 
ére said to be. running short and the 
soldiers of the garrison are fighting 
with the civilians for the small 
amount of food to be obtained. 

The Turks are pouring troops into 
the forts along the Tchatalja line, | 
where they are preparing for a re- 
newal of the struggle against the Bul-! 
garians. The fact that the Servian 
army has been called to the aid of} 
the Bulgarians ts held by some to in- 
dicate that the Bulgarians realize that! 
it will be ng easy task to reduce Coh-| 
Stantinople. 

Since the Turks advanced through | 
Thrace three weeks ago, confident in 
their ability to face and drive back 
the hosts of Bulgarian invaders, they 
have been chased from position after} 
position until they have reached the 
final line» of defenses before Con-|} 
stantinople. 

The porte obviously has little hope 
of holding the lines of Tchatalja, for 
it is still trying to enlist the assist- | 
ance of the powers in order to sus-| 
pend hostilities. The Turkish gov- 
ernment has even threatened to leave! 
the capital and go to Asia Minor if 
the war is not stopped. This, how- 
ever, is considered a bluff to hasten 
the action of the powers, who would 
find themselves in a worse dilemma 
than ever if they had to decide to 
whom Constantinople should be 
awarded. 

On the other side of the peninsula | 
Scutari continues its resistance. Its 
garrison has scored some successes 
in sorties, but it is reported the Mon- 
tenegrin army has cut off its last com- 
munications by taking Alessio and 
the port of San Giovanni di Medua, 
through which Scutari has been ob- 
taining supplies. The Servien army 
is getting nearer Monastir, where 
some thousands of Turks are con- 
centrated. . The towns in the vicinity 
are falling one by one. 

Constantinople is quiet, but the 
embassies have applied to the porte 
for permission for the passage of a 
second cruiser of each power through 
the Dardanelles.

Bulgaria Pushing Turkish Army 

London, Nov. 7,—Bulgaria is giv- 
ing the broken Turkish army no time 
to recuperate. In accordance with 
the tactics adopted throughout the 
war, the Bulgarians are following up 
the defeated Turks with extraordinary 
energy.

A LIVING TOWER. 


Captain Meeker’s Unique Idea In the 
Building Line. 

What is known as the “living tow- 
er,” says a writer in the Wide World 
Magazine, stands on the very summit 
of a hill more than 200 feet high |

Camp Meeker, a summer resort in So- 
noma county, Cal. It was Captain 
Meeker, an old pioneer, who first con- 
ceived the idea of building a tower on 
the very summit of a high hill near his 
hotel, and while looking around one 
day for a suitable site he found fout 
young redwood trees standing about 
twelve feet apart, representing a per- 
fect square. The trees were each 
about 150 feet high. Fifty feet of each 
top was lopped off, and the work of 
building six stories was then com- 
menced. From top to bottom the liy- 
ing tower was a hundred feet high. 

Each floor is about 12 by 12 feet and 
rests on strong timbers, the ends of 
which are securely attached to the four 
trees by means of steel cables and 
bolts. So strongly was every part 
braced that the whole structure does 
not move as much as one would natu- 
rally suppose, even when rocked by 
heavy winds. In the building great 
care was taken by the workmen to cut 
only the branches growing on the iIn- 
side of the square, and the trees were 
not chopped, mutilated or weakened 
any more than could be avoided. 

Leading up from each story are 
broad stairways, so that one may as- 
cend und descend with ease and per: 
fect safety, while around the edge ol 
each floor are strong railings to pre 
vent accidents. Since this tower was 
completed the trees have grown and 
flourished just us well as before. This 
living tower is claimed to be the only 
one of its kind in the world.

President Elect Woodrow Wilson, 
and his Uncle Samuel had a close call 
from complete annihilation, at the 


hands of an accurate mysterious as- 
sailant, but both were saved serious 
consequences by reason of the heavy 
armor plate glass which stood between 
them and the missle which was hurl- 
ed with such unerring aim.

Rivers In 
the Air 


Did you know there are air-falls in 
the atmosphere just as real and appar- 
ent as are the waterfalls.you.have so 
often viewed with admiration and de- 
light because of their natural beauty? 
In the famed Yosemite valley the most 
interesting feature is, to the sclentist 
perhaps, its winds. 

The winds there are seldom more 
than light zephyrs, moody and capri- 
cious to the ordinary tourist, but when 
rightly understood, one of the wonders 
of the valley. These interesting facts 
are told by Prof. F. E. Matthes of the 
United States geological survey in the 
Sierra Club Bulletin. 

In no other place in the entire world, 
perhaps, are the air currents more sys- 
tematic and regular than in the Yosem- 
In the first place, 
the sun naturally heats the ground 
more rapidly than it does the air. Thus 
every hillside basking in the sun be 
comes a heat radiator and gradually 
warms the air above it, so that the air, 
becoming lighter, begins to rise. 

But under those conditions the air 
does not rise vertically because the air 
directly over it is still cool and is 
pressing downward. Therefore, up the 
sides of the warm slope the heated air 
makes its way. That is why the tour- 
ist making his way up the mountain 
slope with the sun on his back finds 
his own dust traveling upward with 
him in a choking cloud. 

But on coming down the same trail 
when the face of the slope is in the 
shadow the dust ever descends with 
the traveler in the same irritating 
cloud. When the face of the mountain 
is in the shade the air is cooling from 
the face of the slope and is pressing 
its way down into the valley. 

Just as soom as the sun leaves the 
slope of the mountain, the earth be-

With the return of the morning sun, 
the earth at the tops of the hills is 
warmed and the downward current in 


| the air is suspended. The updraft soon 


begins as the sun shines into the val- 
leys. The air currents are so regular 
that they may almost be timed. 

Few realize, says the author of the 
paper, that it is on these reversing air 
currents that one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the Yosemite depends. Mirror 
lake, to be viewed at its best, must be 
seen in the early dawn, when the re 
flections are most perfect. 

The lake is stillest and its surface 
most mirror-like when the cold night 
currents have ceased and the uprising 
day currents of air have not yet be 
gun. Yet unless one is punctual he 
will miss the chief beauty of the place 
for this perfect stillness is ag brief as 
the turn of the tide. 

In the evening and during the night, 
when the downdraft of air from the 
mountain sides is strong, the strea: 
cool air pressing down the slope plu® 
ges over cliffs just as water is seen 
to fall from similar heights. On either 
the Yosemite falls or the Nevada falls 
trails, this air-fall curiosity is readily 
encountered in the evening. 


During the daytime, on the other 
hand, the air rises vertically along the 
cliffs and up into the hanging valleys, 
taking part of the spray from the falls 
along with it. A pretty example of the 
air carrying the spray from the fall 
upward may be seen at Bridal Vei! 
falls, where two little combs of spray, 
one on each side of the stream, stead- 
ily curve upward over the brink. 

As soon as the sun is off the cliff 
the spray combs cease to exist.

There was the 
case, for instance, of the president of 
a great New York bank who sailed for 
Europe without leaving the combina- 
tion of the locks of the vaults. As a 
rule, the combination is a single word, 
and the secret is known only to two or 
three. In this case. by an oversight. 
there was no one left ashore who knew 
the kéy. ‘The mouey and securities of 
the bunk were very safely locked away. 
and hours of work would. be required 
to force the locks of the safe deposit 
vaults. 

“The bank president’s stenmer had 
sailed at 6 o'clock of 2 summer's morn-

Mayor Stone claims that the pres- 
ent condition is the result of the ac- 
cumulation of years for which he is 
not responsible and that he has been 
unable to do anything in one year. 
That it is the accumalation of years 
is true, but is it equally true that 
he has done nothing during the past 
year to change those conditions and 
has actually vetoed measures calcu- 
lated to put Quincy on a sound bus- 
iness basis.

If elected Mayor, I shall take im- 
mediate steps to stop the leakage of 
water and thoroughly to overhaul the 
water department. I shall not allow 
water to be sold below cost. ° The 
mayor says that he has not had time 
enough to attend to this. If elected. 
I shall take the time and if I do noth- 
ing else during the year, I shall effec- 
tually cut out the leakage of water 
and money in this department. 

If elected, I shall insist that the 
construction of new streets shall not 
cost more than if done by contract. 

I believe that the auditor should 
have the real authority of an auditor, 
and if elected I should heartily ap- 
prove an ordinance similar to the one 
vetoed by the mayor which ought to 
invest the auditor with such powers.

“For six consecutive years” said 
Mr. Bailey, “the mayor has not put 
into the tax levy provision for the 
maturing sewer bonds. These are 
supposed to be met in part by the 
sewer assessment but the difference 
must be put in the tax levy. 

“This condition alonie has caused a 
shortage of $52,000 and the only place 
it shows is in the temporary borrow- 
ing account. What is the remedy? 

“Some think the mayor ought to 
have nerve enough to tell the people 
the facts and to put $150,000 or 
$200,000 in the tax levy. : 

“I don’t blame the mayor for not 
doing it. It would hardly be fair to 
make up this year the debts of the 
last 20 years. Suppose $50,000 were 
put in this year and next year’s 
mayor says “No!” to any further 
action in this line. We have then 
taken one bite but have cleaned the 
matter up. 

“The refunding order will increase 
the tax rate 40 or 50 cents, but it is 
getting at the root of things and put- 
ting it on a business basis beyond the 
whim of any mayor.” 

The speaker declared he would not 
champion this measure if something 
had not been done to stop the leaks, 
and practices of the past. This he 
declared the new system of account- 
ing would do. It» would also check 
the juggling of the tax rate. 

“Another thing we need is more 
publicity. There is no sense in the 
statement that if ‘Quincy’s affairs got 
into the papers it would hurt the 
credit of the city.’ 

“Do you suppose the bankers that 
take our bonds don’t know what our

AS FIRE SWEPT ALPHA HALL 


Deceased Had Purchased Kerosene Which Was Dis- 
tributed Around the Building Just Before 
Blaze Was Discovered

Despondent and believed to be suf- 
fering from melancholia, L. Merton 
White, janitor of the Alpha hall block 
on Cottage avenue saturated the stag- 
ging and other parts of the hall with | 
|kerosene, applied a match to it and 
|then going to the balcony shot him- 
self through the head with his. 
revolver. This in brief is the tragedy 
| that took place shortly before 8 
o’clock this morning. 
| Mr, White who resided at 140 Glen- 


pha hall ever since it was opened to 
the public three years ago. 

This morning about 7.30 he reported 
at the building and went immediately 


led over to one of the clerks the amount 


jcollected for the rent of the hall Mon-} 


day evening. 
A few minutes later he entered the

kerosene oil. 

Five minutes of eight John Bass, 
one of the employees at Kincaide’s 
store discovered a wreath of smoke 
coming from the hall.

}alarm. Then rushing back into the 
| store he seized a hand chemical and 
with John W. Walsh rushed back to 
the building and opening the front 
door the two entered. They were 
jimmediately met with a volume of 
lthick smoke and discovered that the 
heavy door mats were burning. This

;quantity of kerosene oil and near

|minutes before the fire Mr. White had 
| gone to the market on the street floor 
and purchased some oil. Chief 
Litchfield'came to the conclusion that 
Mr, White had started the fire himself. 
| That he had then taken his own life 
| hoping that he would be cremated in 
the fire. The theory also is that 
after starting the fife on the stage that 
he had saturated the large door mats 
at the entrance and set fire to them. 
Then going to the balcony he had 
opened the fire escape door, thrown 
out the empty can, then closed the 
door, and ended his life. 

This theory was also advaliced by 
Medical Examiner Fred BH. Jones who 
viewed the body and ordered its» re- 
moval to Hall’s undertaking rooms.

GOMMONS. GREATLY EXCITED

Liberals’ Estimate of $30,000,000 For 
Ireland Opposed by Conservatives, 
Who Think $12,500,000 Enough— 
Ultimate Resignation of Cabinet Is 
Looked For 


London, Nov. 12.—The adminis- 
tration was defeated in the house of 
commons by a vote of 228 to 206 on 
the financial clause of the Irish home 
rule bill. ~ 

If the usual course is followed the 
administration will resign and a gen- 
eral election will follow. Unless it 
results in a victory for the Liberals, 
who are now fm power, home rule will 
be lost. 

In an} event, if the administration 
resigns, an entirely fresh start will 
have to be made on the measures in 
the new parhament. The commons 
adjourned in wild exeitement. 

The question on which the vote was 
taken was an amendment to the home 
rule bill offered by Sir Frederick Ban- 
boy, a Conservative, providing that 
in case Ireland proved unable to sup- 
port itself by local taxation and had 
to call on the imperial government 
for assistance the amount be limited 
to $12,500,000. Premier Asquith said 
this was too little and that $30,000,- 
000 might be needed. 

The Conservatives leaped to their 
benches when the result of the vote

journment, the leaders of the Liber- 
als, wha. with the, Irish and Labor 
members support the bill, announced 
that the administration would not re- | 
sign. They contended that the vote 
was not truly representative of the 
commons, but a “snap division” en- 
gineered by the anti-home rulers. 

The consensus of political opinion, 
however, is that the cabinet’s loss 
of prestige will prove fatal and that 
its resignation cannot be avoided as 
soon as the Eusopean international 
situation is a little less strained.

Nineteen Persons Killed In Crash of 
Trains In Louisiana , 

New Orleans, Nov. -12.—Nineteen 
persons were killed and fifty-four in- 
jured when an excursion train was 
wrecked near Montz in a collision 
with a freight train. The freight 
plowed through several cars of the 
excursion train, which was: returning 
with pleasure seekers who had spent 
Sunday in New Orleans. 

The excursion train slowed down cn 
approaching a sharp curve near Montz 
and the freight train crashed into the 
rear coaches. Many of the victims 
were so badly mangled as to make 
identification impossible. 

An Official statement issued by the 
railroad company placed the blame 
for the wreck on a brakeman named 
Sunningham, who was charged with 
failure to have signalled the freight 
train.

had also been in use. This had been 
replaced by a schack given by Wil- 
liam Deacon which was fully. occu- 
pied. Dr. Hunting also spoke of the 
need of a larger and improved schack 
\for women and girls for which $200 
lhad already been subscribed. 

In all 23 different patients had been 
eared for during the year, making 44 
since the camp had ben opened a lit- 
| tle over two years ago. 
| During the year four patients had 
| been transferred to other sanitariums,

Acting on advice from Atty-Gen. 
Wickersham, U. S. Dist-Atty. French 
of Boston has non prossed the indict- 
ment charging Joseph UL.

A dispatch from Berlin says Ger- 
many regards the Albanian situation 
with entire confidence. She thinks ft 
woulti be better that Servian troops 
should not enter Durazzo, as such an 
act might provoke’an Austro-Italian 
nayal demonstration. Even that, 
however, is contemplated by Germany 
without anxiety. 

It is understood that Count Von 
Berchthold, the ~ Austro-Hungarian 
toreign minister, has proposed to give 
extensive privileges to Servia in con- 
nection with the projected Adriatic- 
Danube railway. ‘Vienna appears to 
be even more optimistic than Berlin 
and The Zeit goes so far as to say that 
the crisis is over. 

In the Austrian capital; it is said 
Dr. Daneff, the president of the Bul- 
garian chamber of deputies, proposed 
that Austria should allow Servia to go 
to some port on the Adriatic without 
obtaining the territory back of it, or 
the right to fortify the port, which 
wowd be connected with Servian ter- 
ritory by a railway. Servia, however, 
has not yet replied to the Austro- 
Hungarian suggestions and a Servian 
army continues its march toward the 
Adriatic coast and in one report from 
Helgrade is said actually to ha%® 
reached Durazzo. ‘ 

Turkey is once more reported to 
have made a direct appeal to the Bal- 
kan allies for mediation and Con- 
stantinople also hears that the Euro- 
pean powers have submitted to the 
Nalkan nations Turkey’s request for 
an armistice pending negotiations for 
peace. 

Turkey is now in a better position 
to ask for ‘an armistice, as it is un- 
derstood strong reinforcements of 
fresh Turkish troops have reached 
Tchatalja, and might hold out there 
for days, if not weeks. The absence 
of news from that quarter is explained 
by a dispatch which says their inade- 
quate transport delayed the Bulgarian 
army in the attack on the Turkish 
fortifications. 


Forte Asks For Armistice 

Londen, Nov. 14.—The porte, on 
the advice of Russia, has instructed 
Nazim Pasha, the Turkish command- 
er-in-chief, to apply to the Bulgarian 
commander, General Saroff, for an 
eight days’ armistice, with a view to 
opening direct negotiations for peace. 

This decision seems to show that 
Turkey has little hope of being able 
to hold the Tchatalja lines against the 
Bulgarian advance. There is no news 
yet as to how the Bulgarian com- 
mander met the Turkish request, 
however.

SOME THANKSGIVING “SALADS. 
RAPES, oranges, apples, grape- 
fruit and winter pears may all 
be used as the basis for the 
Thanksgiving salads. ‘Nuts may be 
combined with these. 

At this time a fruit salad is, of 
course, the most appropriate one, and 
several excellent, salads of this kind 
are mentioned here. 

Several fruits may be combined in 
making up a salad.

Throughout his campaign speeches 
he reiterated that he desired an imme- 
diate revision of the tariff and that 
the Democratic leaders knew perfectly 
well how to proceed about it. The 
governor was impressed by the argu- 
ment, also, that with an early an- 
nouncement as to an extra session the 
Democratie leaders in congress could 
begin to take counsel at an early 
date so that much of the preliminary 
detail could be worked out before con- 
gress convened on April 15. 

The governor was prompted inci- 
dentally in making his early an- 
nouncement by the fact that many 
members of congress were desirous 
of arranging for accommodations in 
Washington for the one extra session, 
if there was to be one. 

Immediately upon his election, the 
governor made up his mind to wait 
until after he returned from his vaca- 
tion on Dec. 16, before making known 
his attitude, but upon finding, as he 
said, that opinion in favor of a spe- 
cial session was practically unani- 
mous, he felt no hesitation about 
making public his conclusion. 

Though the president-elect intends 
to rest while in Bermuda, he really 
expects to give a good deal of time to 
quiet thought about the problems that 
face him. He will sketch his annual 
message to the New Jersey legisla- 
ture and will do some extensive read- 
ing of data on the tariff, the monop- 
oly question, banking and currency 
reforms and other issues. 

The governor came to New York 
last night to attend the dinner in his 
honor by his classmates, Princeton 
79. He expects to have no political 
conferences while in the metropolis, 
and seemed fully confident that he 
would not be disturbed by any politi- 
eal callers while resting in Bermuda.

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ment it should go without it, just as 
an individual would. 

Drawing distinction between pro- 
ductive investments and non-produc- 
tive expenditures. Mr: Walker‘assert- 
ed that money expended for a’ park 
may be well expended, but it tends to 
increase the tax rate.

Cities and towns neglect to make 
proper contributions to sinking funds 
or otherwise to provide for the pay- 
ment of debt at maturity. Mr. Walk- 
er said, and municipalities should be 
forbidden to issue loans extending 
over a number of years in any form 
except that of serial bonds or notes, 
and no renewal or refunding should 
be permitted easily. 

He declared his belief that the state 
should inspect annually its municipal 
corporations and audit their books in 
the interest of taxpayers as it inspects 
savings banks in the interest of de- 
positors. 

Bearing upon this important sub- 
ject, Hon. Charles M. Bryant had for- 
warded a letter to this office, a clip- 
ping of Mr. Walker’s report. The 
Ledger had already noticed the re- 
port and its significance, but it will be 
of public interest to note what Mr. 
Bryant has to say upon the subject as 
conveyed by his letter which is as 
follows: 

Editor Ledger:— 

I am enclosing clipping in refer- 
ence to the financing of the munici- 
palities. It looks as if the legisla- 
ture would finally come around to al- 
low the city to raise money for cur- 
rent expenses beyond the $12 limit, 
which is absolutely the proper finan- 
cial way for a city to be run; inj; 
other words, it allows the people this 
year to be taxed with what they have 
this year and not borrow money for} 
what might be called a technical, le- 
gal proposition. It seems to me that 
you should advise in the paper that 
the Council petition the legislature to 
be allowed to increase their limita- 
tion of $12 to meet the current ex- 
penses and that the borrowing cap- 
acity perhaps would be lowered so as 
to keep the debt down as close as 
possible. ‘ 

I have refrained from making any

SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


WOLLASTON CONGREGATIONAL, 
“Our Country—God’s Country” the 
topic assigned by the Home Mission- 
ary Association for the opening of 
Home Mission week to be observed by 
all the Protestant churches in the 
United States was made very interest- 
ing by Dr. Sneath in an able sermon 
from Acts 1-8—“And ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem and 
all Judea and in Samaria and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.”

“We say its ‘Gods’ Country’ because 
the people rule and most assuredly 
they do rule sooner or later, but my 
friends it is not ‘Gods’ Country’ in the 
fullest sense until God rules. In the 
making of ‘Our Country Gods Country 
the church has many serious problems 
to solves” 

Dr. Sneath instanced several oi 
them under the following heads:—The 
Negro in the United ‘State, Illiteracy 
in Hawaii, Philipines, Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The Immigrant, The Liquor 
Problem. Socialism. All these prob 
lems can be solved through two agen- 
cies namely Education and the Gospe! 
of Jesus Christ. It is a serious men- 
ace to this country that so many of its 
people especially the immigrants o! 
recent years are both illiterate anc 
have no church affiliation whatsoever 
The church is doing most of the chari- 
ty work of this country today; a large 
majority of the setlement workers are 
church members. Infidelity sings nc 
songs and runs no charities. 

But education and social uplift ar¢ 
not alone sufficient. It is for us . tc 
obey the command of the Master tc 
“carry the Gospel to every creaturc 
and to the uttermost parts of the 
earth.”

An unusually large congregation 
gathered in the Wollaston Unitarian 
church, Sunday morning and Rev. 
Carl G. Horst preached a stirring 
and able sermon on the topic: Why 
Smith Should go to Church, taking 
his text from a part of the 16th verse 
of Luke 4: “And Jesus Went, as 
his custom was, into the synagogue 
on the Sabbath day.” 

Briefly outlining in the beginning, 
the treatment of the subject in recent 
numbers of the Atlantic magazine, 
the pastor made Smith the represent- 
ative of a certain type of man found 
today,—shrewd, practical, kind and 
generous in his home, seeking his 
personal advancement in every new 
phase of science and turning every 
thought to temporal and tangible 
gain. So large, is the egotism of 
such a man that he fails to recognize 
the fact that were everyone of his 
way of thinking there would be no 
churches, and none of the high and 
finer civilization which make possible 
the many advantages enjoyed by 
him and his circle of pleasure-loving 
friends. 

Intuitively feeling, as must a man 
of Smith’s ability, that one of his 
standing and influence should be an 
attendant, at.so large an institution 
as the Church, he unconsciously falls 
into the habit of seeing many object- 
ions to the details of worship. The 
music falls below his standard of ex- 
cellence,— or the service fails to 
minister to-his special needs, or the 
message from the pulpit is too radi- 
cal or too lacking in spirit,—these 
and many other reasons, Smith finds 
to excuse his non-attendance. An- 
other type of man, happily, also, re- 
presentative of our generation, sees 
in the Church the fountain head 
of reverence and of these virtues 
which lend stability and earnestness 
of purpose to life. In the Church

Turkey Hesitates and Bulgarians 
Ren:w Their Attack 


BOMBARDING: Mi MILES OF rns 


Dardanélles May Be Attacked to Re- 
lieve Army Before Constantinople— 
Terrof of Population In Capital In- 
creasiig—Allies Tritmphing In 
Other Parts 6f Turkey 


London, Nov. 18.—While the ,sub-

cut replying to the allies’ statement 
of armistice conditions, the Bulgarian 
army before Constantinople is attack- 
ing the Turkish fortifications along. a 
twenty-mile front and smajl parties 
which have crept around the Turkish 
right flank as far as Kilios are prob- 
ably attempting a turning movement. 

It is alsogreported the allies will 
make an assault on the Dardanelles, 
with the purpose of avoiding un- 
uecessary loss of life in front of Con- 
stantinople ‘by delivering attacks upon 
the two outlets of the Sea or Mar- 
mora at the same time. 

Although the general opinion con- 
tirues to be that the Turks in the 
Tchatalja trenches are in poor condi- 
tion, and cholera is ravaging their 
ranks, a few correspondents describe 
the Ottomans as well fed and prepar- 
ing to put up the most desperate re- 
sistance of the war. It is said that 
the government has 60,000 men on 
the way from Asia Minor. 

Although the dispatches do not in- 
dicate a reply to the allies in the 
twenty-four-hour period which the al- 
lies named as their limit, the negotia- 
tions will go on simultaneously with 
hostilities. 

While the combatants are now treat- 
ing directly, less is heard of the 
Austro-Servian difficulty. The powers 
seem to be _ satisfied with the 
allies’ demand for the international- 
ization of Constantinople, a condition 
desired by commercial interests in 
every European capital. 

A new danger has arisen, however, 
ir the action of Roumania in massing 
her troops on the Bulgarian frontier. 
The cause is obscure, but it is said 
Roumania does not wish the most 
harsh demands of the allies. to be 
complied with. Russia, on the other 
aand, appears to be encouraging the 
allies. 

The conditions in the city of Con- 
Stantinonle have taken a turn for the 
worse. Convoked by the foreign min- 
ister, the international. sanitary board 
met Sunday for the purpose of adopt- 
ing measures to combat the cholera. 

The terror of the population is in- 
creased by the thunder of big guns, 
which can be heard distinctly and 
continuously, as the Bulgarians at- 
tempt to batter to pieces the forts 
supposed, until this’ campaign, to de 
impregnable. 

In other parts the arms of the al- 
lies are triumphing. The Grecks are 
ir a fever of rejoicing over the cap- 
ture of Mount Athos’, in Chalcidice. 

King Nicholas of Montenegro, at- 
tempting to go near Scutari aboard a 
steamer’ on Lake Scutari, was fired 
upon. The Monitenegrins are fighting 
Sanguinary engagements with the 
Turks daily, but there seems to be 
little that is decisive about these en- 
counters. The Servians are com- 
nieting their subjugation of Albania. 

The Greeks are on their way to the 
important city of Janina, which is 
held by a large force of Turks. 


Great Struggle Raging 

Constantinople; Nov. 18.—The 
great battle between the Bulgarians 
and Turks is on-all.along the line of 
the Tchatalja fortifications. Nazim 
Pasha, the Turkish commander-in- 
chief, sent therfollowing dispatch last 
night: 

“The battle which commenced this 
morning. with an attack by the Bul- 
garian infantry lasted until one hour 
after sunset. The enemy, who ad- 
vanced chiefly facing our right wing 
and our centré, was repulsed by our 
infantry and artillery fire. Three 
Bulgarian battéries were :destroyed.”

Fruit Ices. 
Pineapple Frappe.—Pare and grate | 
up a ripe firm pineapple. Place two} 
cupfuls of sugar and two cupfuls of 
water on the fire in an enameled sauce- 
pan. 

Boil three minutes, then cool and 
mix with the grated pineapple. Add 
oue tablespoonful of lemon juice. Put} 
into a freezer, which has been packed | 
with ice and salt, and churn-ten to fif- 
teen minutes. 

The freezer should be packed with 
two parts ice and one part salt. After | 
it has been frozen pack with ice and 
salt until ready to serve. 

Lemon Sherbet.— 


Take a quart of 
water and boil with two and a half 
cupfuls of sugar unt! reduced to a 
sirup. Remove and set aside to cool. 
Yhen add the juice of four large lem- 
ons and one large orange. Strain and 
put this mixture into a freezer. Freeze 
till it begins to thicken and then add} 
the beaten whites of two eggs.’ Con- 
tinne to freeze for a few minutes long- 
er and then serve in glasses.

Maple Mousse.—Take the yolks of 
six eggs, a pint of whipped cream and |

‘NOW IN HANDS. OF SERVIANS 


Greatest Individual Success of War 
Achieved When Fifty Thousand 
Turks Lay DoWn Their Arms— 
Must Have Great Moral Effect on 
Future Course of War—Bulgarians 
Continue Atack on Defenses of Con- 
stantinople—Montenegrins and the 
Greeks Are Making Progress 


Londen, Nov. 19.—Any idea that 
the Turkish government may have had 
of benefiting by continued resistance 
Must be shattered by the news of the 
tall of Monastir. 

In the capture of that important 
town the Servians took three pashas, 
including the commander-in-chief, 
Zekki Pasha, 50,000 men and forty- 
seven guns, thus achieving the great- 
est individual success of the war. 

Monastir was the second city of 
importance in European Turkey. It 
was Turkey's stronghold in Mace- 
donia, and by its downfall Macedonia 
passes completely out of Turkish 
hands. 

The Servians naturally will be elat- 
ed at this victory, which outshines 
the capture of Salonica, and must 
have a great moral effeet on the fu- 
ture course of the war. 

Another of the strange _ silences 
which have been chdracteristic of this 
war appears to have fallen aver Con- 
stantinople, from which city only 
brief dispatches have been received 
telling of the resumption of the Tchat- 
alja battle and that the sultan has 
made a fresh personal appeal to the 
Kuropean sovereigns to intervene for 
the termination of the war. Quite as 
littke may be expected to come of this 
appeal as of the previous attempt at 
mediation by the powers.

“What is the trouble?” asked Mrs. 
Vreeland, stepping out of her office. 

“T cannot trust my boat to the in- 
experience of a woman. It is all I 
have in the world,” explained the 
captain. 

“Well, this property is all I have in 
the world, too,” Mrs. Vreeland ex- 
plained. “Iam willing to back it 
against your boat that the work will 
be done to your satisfaction. If not, 
you need not pay a cent.” 

The challenge appealed to the doubt- 

ing captain. In the end he was well 
pleased with_the workmanship in the 
rebuilding of his vessel, paid his bill 
without question, and thereafter rec- 
ommended the yard so highly to own- 
ers of other craft that much new bus- 
iness resulted. After this it was not 
so hard to convince the sceptical. 

Many of those who had work done 
at the Keyport yard were surprised 
afterward to learn that the manager 
Was a woman. This was the case 
with a number of yachtsmen, includ- 
ing Commodore Soper of the National 
Yacht Club, and Commodore Henry C. 
Roome, of the Greenpoint Club, and 
other yachtsmen, quick to appreciate 
good work, a fine harbor, and plenty 
of dockage facilities, which could not 
always be found in the old and more 
crowded yards nearer the city, sent 
their awwork to Keyport. Gradually 
business improved. Now the “Wid- 
ow’s Shipyard,” as it is sometimes 
called, gets patrons from points along 
the Atlantic coast from the Florida 
Keys to Cape Cod. 

Mrs. Vreeland works from 5 A. M. 
many days until late at night, watch- 
ing every detail of construction or re- 
pair. And often during storms at 
night she led her men in person to 
the docks or to make vessels safe for 
weathering the gales or to prevent 
their coming into collision with other 
anchored craft. 

In a well-kept little office near the 
works she directs the affairs of the 
plant, issues orders to her employ- 


ue ne 


ees, keeps books, and, with a  tele- 
phone at her side, is constantly in 
|;touch with every part of the estab- 
lishment, which includes three docks 
and two blocks of water front. 

“It was amusing to me at first to 
be called the boss,” said Mrs. Vree- 
land. “And the remarks and _ sur- 
prise of the sailors and officers of ves- 
sels were even more amusing when 
\they’d ask for the ‘boss,’ and my men 
would point to me. Then my employ- 
ees got the habit of replying to me as 
‘No, sir.’ or ‘Yes, sir,’ and one of the 
shipowners hearing this, sought to 
reprove the men. “That’s all right,’ 
I told him, for, you see, Iam doing a 
man’s work.’” 

But there was nothing masculine 
about this slim little woman _ ship- 
builder, who does not appear to have 
arrived yet at her fortieth birthday, 
and who, when not busy with her big 
enterprise, may be found at the do- 
| mestic task of embroidering some ar- 
ticle for her home. She goes back 
and forth two or three times a week 
between Keyport and New York, at-

GOING AFTER 
- “PILL DOCTORS” 


Simultaneous Raids by Unele 
Sam In Seventy-Two Cities 


CRIMINAL MEDIGAL PRACTICE 


Determined Effort to Break Them Up 
After Many Months’ Work by Se- 
cret Service —Nearly Two Hundred 
Persons, Many of Them Prominent, 
Caught In Federal Net 


Washington, Nov. 21.—Acting un- 

{der direction of Postmaster’ General 
Hitchcock, postoffice inspectors and 
United States marghals in seventy- 
two leading cities of the country be- 
gan practically simultaneous raids for 
the arrest of 173 persons charged with 
using the mails to promote criminal 
medical practices or the sale of drugs 
and instruments used for illegal pur- 
poses. 

This concerted official action covers 
the Unite” States from tne Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and from the lakes to 
the gulf. Many of the persons to be 
arrested are prominent, commercially 
and socially, in their communities. 
Some are leading physicians, others 

| are rich and influential business men; 
| yet others are men who live by their 
! wits, and are comparatively little 
known without their small 
coterie of associates. 

All of the arrests are to be made for 
alleged violation cf section 211 of the 
penal code of the United States, 
which bars from the mails any vile 
or obscene matter, whether sealed 
or unsealed; any advertisements, let- 
ters or circulars proposing or sug- 
gesting criminal practices; or any 
packet containing any substance, 
drug or thing intended to be used for 
immoral or unlawful purposes. 

Chief Inspector Sharp of the post- 
cffice department and many of his 
force of 390 inspectors have been 
working upon, the cases for many 
;months. The development of the 
| plans which culminated yesterday is 
| the most extensive raid in the history 
| of any department of the govern- 
}ment. Approximately ninety of the 
| persons arrested already have been 
indicted by United States grand juries 
‘in various parts of the country and the 

cases of the others will be presented 

to grand juries now sitting, as rapidly 
| as may be feasible. 

Strict enforcement of municipal 
and state laws in the east is said by 
the postal authorities to account for 
the comparatively few arrests in the 
| large cities in that part of the coun- 
j try. 

Postoffice inspectors say that a hot- 
bed of this sort of criminality is in the 
Pacific ccast states. There they had 
| little difficulty in obtaining a mass of 
evidence against accused persons. In 
| San Francisco, it is claimed, a ficti- 
| tious name was used by several well- 
| known physicians, who employed a 
women to do the necessary advertis- 
| ing and clerical work. Scores of 
| complaints have been received from 
| respectable women, complaining of 
| the receipt of this class of matter. 
Approximately 20 percent of those 

arrested are so-called “pill doctors’— 
| men who advertise their practice by 

correspondence or otherwise—and 
| send to their patients either by mail 
| or by express various compounds in 
the form of pills or powders. Care- 
ful analysis of these compounds by 
the government authorities is said to 
have disclosed that some of them are 
pPRouy innocuous, while others are 
dangerous poisons. Under another 
section of the penal code the sending

| of poisons through the mails is ex- 

pressly forbidden. 
Particular care was taken by the 

j inspectors in collecting the evidence 

j against business concerns—drug 
houses and remedy companies. The 
men actually responsible for the 
illicit correspondence were ordered 
arrested, and in this class of cases, 
it is said, many indictments already 

| have been returned.

| The young man is 30 years old, a grad- 
uate of the Harvard Law School and 
was formerly connected with several 
Boston law offices. 
| Whitcomb Field was the son of the 
‘late James Baldwin and Sarah (Cal- 
lendar) Field of Boston, and since the 
death of his parents made his home 
for most of the time with his half- 
brother, Parker B. Field of Milton. 

He was graduated from Harvard 
College in 1905 and from the Harvard 
Law School in 1908. In college he 
was prominent in class athletics and 
in his graduating year was managing 
editor of the Harvard Crimson and 
ivy orator. He was a member of the 
Institute of 1770, the D. K. E., the Sig- 
net, the Amphadon, the Kalumet Club, 
the Zeta Psi and the Hasty Pudding 
Club. 

After leaving law school he entered 
j the office of Brandeis, Dunbar & Nut- 
ter and was later in the office of Fish, 
Richardson, Herrick & Neave, but ill- 
health compelled him to give up the 
work from time to time, and finally 
a@ year ago to abandon the law and go 
to an Oregon ranch, 

In the opinion of his brother’s fami- 
ly, his suicide was due to melancho- 
lia. While a college student, they say 
he went on an anthropological expe- 
dition to the Southwest and contract- 
ed a very seyere attack of typhoid fe- 
ver, from which he barely recovered. 
The permanent result of this illness 
was recurrent melancholia, which at- 
tacked him every Fall. He is survi- 
ved by a brother, Henry C. Field of 
Seattle, Wash., and two half-brothers, 
Parker B. Field of Milton and E. Rus- 
sell Field of St. Louis.

HEN tife housewife is consider- 
ing what to serve in the way of | 
soups her mind now turns to} 
the late vegetables availalile for the 
purpose. Beets, carrots, celery, pota- | 
toes, late tomatoes, onions, turnips, 
cabbages and cauliflowers are among 

the availables in fresh vegetables. 


Two Delicious Soups. 
Cream of Beet Soup.—Take four | 
bunches of selected blood beets, pare, | 
grate and strain through a sieve. Then 
put on the fire and scald them. Boil | 
a pint of sweet milk and add it to the | 
beets. Stir in a saltspoonful of salt, 
two tablespoonfuls of sifted flour, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, a little cream 
and a sprinkle of pepper. Stir these 


slowly into the soup until it is as thick 
ag eream. 
Cream of Celery Soup.—Take a 


bunch of celery, a quart of milk, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, a tablespoon- | 
ful of butter, a teaspoonful and a half; 
of salt, a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
pepper. Select the outside stalks of 
celery, clean, cut into half inch lengths 
and take a quart and a half of these, 
cover with cold water and cook until 
tender. Drain and mash the celery 
through a wire strainer. Take the wa-| 
ter in which the celery was cooked, the | 
strained celery and add to the milk, 
which has been boiled in the top of a 
double boiler. Rub the flour and but- | 
ter together and work into a-smooth 
paste with a little cold milk. Add this 
to the sbup, then add the salt and pep- 
per. Boil one minute, strain through 
a fine strainer and serve.

Cream of Cartot Soup.—Take four 
carrots, a quart of milk, a tablespoon- 
ful each of butter, finely chopped on- 
ion, flour, chopped parsley a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of white pepper. Wash and scrape 
the carrots, cut into pieces, cover with | 
bofling water, add the teaspoonful of 
salt and boil until tender.

UP FOR ACTION 


Short Sessions of Congress 


Will Have Plenty of Work 
NO ACTICN ON THE TARIFF 


General and Special Legislative Mat- 
ter Pending With Adjournment of 
Long Session, Together With Grist 
of Appropriation Bills, Must Be 
Disposed Of—What the Plans Are 


Washington, Nov. 25.—Congress 
will re-convene a week from today 


| icr the last short session of Republi- 


can control in national legislation. 

Comparatively few senators and 
representatives have reached Wash- 
ington, but discussion has been act- 
ive during the last week among those 
early on the scene over plans for the 
winter’s work, and the prospects for 
the special tariff session next spring, 
when all branches of the government 
pass into the hands of the Democrats. 

While the vexing question of the 
tariff is not scheduled for considera- 
tion this winter, the three months oi 
the short session will be crowded witt 
legislative work.. In addition to the 
arnual grist of appropriation bills 
congress will be forced to dispose of 
a quantity of general and special leg- 
islative matter left pending with the 
adjournment of the long session in 
August. 

During the early part of the ses- 


; 8'0n the house will be busy shaping 


appropriation bills, while the senate 
is disposing of the impeachment tria! 
of Judge Archbald of the commerce 
court, set to begin Dec. 3. 

Several important measures will be 
pushed for early action in the senate, 
among them the resolution to limit 
the president to a_ single six-yea: 
term, the bill prohibiting the ship- 
ment of liquor into prohibition states, 
and the vocational education Dill. 
‘Yhe bill creating a department of la- 
ber is also scheduled for early con- 
sideration. 

The department of labor bill has 
passed the house, but that body would 
still have to act upon the vocationa! 
ecucation bill and the six-year presi- 
dential term measure if they passed 
the senate. The prohibition liquor 
measure will be pushed in the house 
by Representative Sheppard of Texas, 
who will succeed Senator Bailey in 
the next congress. 

Energetic efforts will be made ir 
both houses to secure legislation 
wmending the Sherman anti-trus‘ 
lzw, and limiting contributions t 
political campaign funds. The hous: 
judiciary committee is under instruc- 
tions by resolution to conduct an in- 
vestigation into violations of the Sher- 
Iran law, with a view to preparins 
legislation, and it is preparing to be- 
gin the investigation immediately af- 
ter congress convenes. 

Meantime, the committee headed by 
Senator Clapp will probably formu- 
late a measure limiting campaign con- 
tributions, based upon its extensive 
investigations. Several bills on this 
subject are pending in both house 
and senate. 

Efforts will be made during the ses- 
sion to repeal at least a part of the 
Canadian reciprocity tariff agreement. 
Congressmen now in Washington do 
not expect any action on currency leg- 
istation during the the short session.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD. 


Mrs. Louisa R. C. French, aged 82, 
of 36 Maple avenue, died at the Brock- 
ton Hospital Sunday evening. She 
had been ill only a short tinfe, an at- 
tack of the grip developing into pneu- 
monia, and was taken to the hospital 
that she might have the best of care. 

Mrs. French was a native of Quincy 
and was twice married. Her first 
husband lost his life in the Civil war. 
Later she married Charles A. French.

Quincy Daiy LEDCER 


WAS A LEADER 
OF DEMOCRATS 


Rayner Long Prominent In 
Affairs of Nation 


NOTED AS STRONG DEBATER 


Was Also Recognized Authority on 
Matters of Constitutional Law— 
Schley Case Brought Him Fame Be- 
fore He Entered Senate—His Death 
Changes Complexion of Next Senate 


Washington, Nov. 2¢.—Senator 
Isador Rayner of Maryland died at his 
home in this city of neutritis. Mem- 
Lers of his family were at his bedside 
when the end came. 

Senator Rayner’s illness covered a 
period of nearly five years. Compli- 
cations began about six weeks ago, 
and his serious illness dates from that 
time. He attempted to enter actively 
into the Democratic campaign and 
met Bourke Cockran in joint debate 
at Baltimore late in September. The 
effort exhausted him and he became 
Seriously if immediately afterward. 
He was one of the men William J. 
Bryan suggested as suitable candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination. 

Senator Rayner was one of the 
Striking figures of the senate. He 
had been a member of that body for 
almost eight years, and was one of 
ite strongest debaters and a recog- 
nized authority on matters of con- 
Stitutional law. Before he entered 
ccngress he had attained a national 
reputation because of his vigorous 
cenduct of the late Admiral Schley’s 
case before the naval court of inquiry 
that investigated the action of Ameri- 
can Officers in the battle with Admiral 
Cevera’s Spanish fleet. 

Mr. Rayner was a native of Balti- 
More and was 62 years old. He was 
a@ member of the Maryland legisla- 
ture when 28 years old and served 
three terms in the national hourse of 
representatives in the period from 
1886 to 1892. He was elected to the 
United States senate in 1904, after 
having served a four years’ term as 
attorney general of Maryland. 

As a member of the committees on 
foreign relations and the judiciary 
Rayner devoted especial attention 
during the last two years to Ameri- 
ca’s foreign problems and constitu- 
tional and legal questions. He was a 
strong advocate of the abrogation of 
the treaty with Russia because of that 
cousgtry’s discrimination against pass- 
ports held by American Jews and ex- 
ercised a marked influence in getting 
the senate to indorse that action. 

The death of Raynor changes the 
political complexion of the next sen- 
ate and swiags it from Democratic 
control to a tie. With his vote the 
Democrats had 49, or one more than a 
majority. As the present governor 
of Maryland, Lee Goldsborough, is a 
Republican, the new Maryland ap- 
peintee will probably be of that politi- 
cal faith until the legislature meets in 
January, 1914.

In that case, such an alliance would 
be expected to send what it could af- 
ford to Headquarters of the Social 
Service Department, and let them use 
the money where it was most needed. 

The social worker has got to be un- 
dainted, must see things to a certain 
extent, before they happen and must 
have the right personality in dealing 
with conditions she may find. Every- 
one cannot do it in the professional 
sense but we all can do it to a cer- 
tain extent. Select the women whom 
you think are the most sympathetic 
and tactful. You will never get any 
where in this work without these two 
_|characteristics, sympathy and tact. 

Personally I have worked a_ great 
deal in the last ten years in rural 
communities, and have often had it 
said to me that there was no work of 
a social nature to be done in that 
place, but how often do we go through 
a lovely village where peace seems 
to be supreme and one could hardly 
see how any suffering could be there, 
and how often do we turn the corner 
and find close by, the poor and needy, 
who: often are lacking the smallest 
comforts.

THE DECKER CASE. 


The continued case of Charles E.

He was 
not successful however in getting in 
this evidence. Counsel also asked sev- 
eral questions as to the dealings be- 
tween the complainant and officers of 
the Fore River Co., to show whether 
it was the Fore River Co., that was 
back of the complaint.

Mr. Carver was a successful build- 
er and contractor but while serving 
his country during the Civil war was 
shot at the battle of Antietam. He 
died ten weeks later at Sharpesburg, 
Maryland, Thanksgiving eve, Noy.

William A. Ross of South Braintree, 
which occured Dec. 28, 1898, was a 
loss from which she never fully re- 
covered. Some ten years ago Mr. 
French died and _ shortly after she 
removed to Brockton where she has 
lived most of the time since. 

Those who knew her best loved her 
the most. She was a woman of re- 
markable ability and there are many 
who bless her for her kindness to 
In the sick room, she was In- 
valuable and there are many cases of 
actual record when by her skill and 
nursing she saved the lives of those 
given up by physicians. She had 
many sorrows but by nature was most 
cheerful. She had beenein rather 
poor health the past few months but 
those who loved her hoped her won- 
derful vitality would last for many 
years to come ‘but she had an attack 
jof the grip recently which developed 
into pneumonia. She passed peace- 
fully away Sunday at the Brockton 
hospital. 

The funeral services were held at 
the home of William O. Carver, her 
‘only son, Tuesday and were attended 
by the Rev. Alan Hudson, pastor of 
the First Congregational church, 
Brockton. The flowers were most 
beautiful. Interment was in the 
family lot at the Mt. Wollaston ceme- 
tery, Quincy. 

Although one of six children only 
one brother survives her, Charles 
Henry Field of South Quincy. She 
is also survived by one son William O. 
Carver, of Brockton, one grand- 
daughter, Mrs. M. C. Gillette of South 
Braintree and a grandson William R. 
Carver of Attleboro. 

Mrs. French was a member of the 
Paul Revere Relief Corps of Quincy 
and Cascade lodge, United Ordei of 
Odd Ladies of Brockton. Honcred 
as a friend, respected as a neighbor 
and dearly loved by her bereaved re- 
latives, she has gone to her reward, 
leaving a vacancy in those hearts that 
can never be filled.
